Here are a few of the best behaved varieties for the home 
garden and for the commercial grower. For the home garden 
we advocate the planting of a few each spring, plants are 
much cheaper than reworking the bed and in this way disease 
is held to a minimum. Order clean, disease free plants. Plant 
in April or August on clean soil. Thin plants to six inches, 
fertilize in August. Cover when soil starts to freeze in No- 
vember. 


PREMIER—Most widely planted variety grown, fruit is large, 
early and of fine flavor. Plant is vigorous and disease re- 
sistant, flower not subject to frost or rain damage. 


CATSKILL—Slowly becoming an important home and com- 
mercial variety. Very large fruit of finest quality, retains 
its size throughout the season. Plant healthy and vigorous. 


CULVER— Although not as well known this variety should find 
a welcome with the home or commercial grower.
